Private Dudley will be a 
guest in our town until April 
18th. when he will go to the 
Strathcona Hospital in Edmon- 
ton for further treatment.

He bears a great many shrapnel 
wounds in the abdomen, thigh 
and legs. He has still a piece 
of shrapnel in one knee. ‘He 
describes the bomb that struck 
him an “arial torpedo, which 
has wings and is set to go off 
at a certain time and distance” 
and does deadly work, He had 
a pretty’ close call and could 
not have carried away much 
more lead and have lived. 
After he was wounded he was 
insensible to the world until he 
woke up in the clearing station. 

From there he was removed 
to Bologne Hospital and return- 
ing to England he was trans- 
ferred to many military and 
convalescent hospitala until he 
arrived at the Canadian Dis- 
charge Hospital at Buxton, 
from whence he made _ the 
return trip to Canada.

Winter Season Resulted in Catch of 
760,000 Pounds

closed on February 15.. The season’s

Slave Lake had been reached a few 
days earlier, and-the fishermen hdd 
teased operations, but on Lac la 


Biche, where there was no limit set, 


fishing was going on up to the last 
day. The general results’ of the sea- 


son have been beyond those of any} 


previous year, and both in quantity- 
and price a record has been estab- 


lished in the history of northern, iish- 
It is estimated that about 1,000, 


ing. 
persons were engaged: either in fish- 
ing or in handling fish this winter, 
and when the season closed on Les- 
ser Slave: Lake there were 110 men 
fishing on that water alone, The 
prices paid have ruled almost three 
times those of former years, 

“Whitefish from Lesser Slave Lake 
have been going east in carload lots. 
One of the buying. companies has 
been shipping regularly to Toronto, 
repacked 
and sent overseas for the use of the 
British and Canadian armies at~ the 
front. Large shipments have also 
been made to Chicago and to the 
various markets in the Canadian 
West. Several of the buyers have 
been shipping down_to Edmonton for 
distribution to the prairie markets. 
The prices paid the fishermen have 
been four and four and a half cents 
a pound, in comparison with a cent 
and a half last year, and six cents has 
been paid to the buyers in carload 
lots f.o.b, at, Lesser Slave Lake. 
When these fish have ultimately got 
to the eastern market, in such centres 
as Montreal and Toronto, the price 
has been up to fifteen cents, and in 
Wew York they have brought. twenty- 
five cents.

Thrift in Cooking 


Some Good Suggestions are Made by 
an Economy Expert 


There are many ways of saving 
money on food these days of need of 
thrift, but Miss Pearl MacDonald, a 
Pittsburg economy expert, has  sug- 
gested a good one, in the making and 
cating of more soup. “In the making 
of soups,” she said, “meats and 
bone can be used which are not used 
at all by Américan women.” The 
tougher cuts of meat which are 
cheaper, she adds, contain more fibre, 
more flavor and more nutrition than 
the tender and expensive steaks. 

This is one way of avoiding waste 
and making use of our resources. If 
high prices teach economy of that 
kind, they will be a blessing in dis- 
guise, through increasing individual 
resourcefulness and self-reliance. 

Food experts, while on the subject 
of old-fashioned economies, should 
not neglect the lowly pancake or the 
other numerous ways in-which flour 
can be used, for sour, even though 
higher than iri the days of seventy-five 
cent wheat, is still one of the-cheap- 
est and best of foods. It is the staff

States were rapidly dying. For years 
they had been steadlify losing circu- 
lation, revenue and prestige, and the 
end was in sight. They seized upon 
the way as their opportunity to re- 
habilitate. themselves financially. | 
This could be done only by an or-! 
ganized appeal to the passion and 
racial solidarity of Americans of 
German birth. 

The efforts of the German-lang- 
uage press were adroitly supplement- 
ed by efforts—and the ~money—of 
the official German propaganda. All 
American newspapers which were not 
pro-Gerinan were assailed as the 
fountainhead of lies. Germans were 
warned not to read them, as these 
newspapers were in the pay of the 
British government. Likewise, em- 
inent American whose sympathics 
were with the allies were denounced 
as paid emissaries of Great Britain. 
They, too, had been hought with 
Pritish gold. 

This campaign went on day after 
day, week after week, month after 
month. In every controversy between 
the United States and Germany the 
full influence of the German-language 
press was thrown on.the side of Ger- 
many and against the United Stares. 
The neutrality of the administration 
was attacked at every point and at 
every angle. The German-language 
newspapers were appafently edited 
by one man:and directed by one 
mind. , Whatever the issue, they all 
same thing. Evéry .new 
scheme \for bedevilling the United 
States and inciting sedition for the 
benefit f German autocracy received 
their-Strident approval and support... 

In time the German government 
came to believe that the opinion 
which it was promoting and playing 
for in the United States was the 
opinion of the American people, Ev- 
en the re-election of President Wil- 
son did not wholly disillusion it, as 
the submarine decree subsequently 
proved, * ;

Farming Statistics 


Government Bulletin Gives Informa- 
tion Dealing With Farm Values, 
Farm Help and Live 

Stock : 

A bulletin has been issued by the 
Census and Statistics Office reports 
on the values of farm land, of farm’ 
help and of farm live stock in 1916, 
as returned by crop correspondents 
at the end of January. : 

For the whole of Canada the aver- 
age value of farm land held for agri- 
cultural purposes, whether improved 
or unimproved, and including the val_ 
ue of dwelling houses, stables and 
other farm buildings, is approximate- 
ly $41 per acre,, aS compared with 
$40 last year. The average values by 
provinces are as follows. Prince Ed- 
ward Island $39; Nova Scotia $33.6; 
New Brunswick $29.4; Quebec $52; 
Ontario $52.5; Manitoba $32; Saskat- 
chewan $23; Alberta $22; British Co- 
lumbia $118.5. In the last named pro- 
vinee the higher average is due to or- 
charding and fruit growing. 

The average wages paid for farm 
help during 1916 have reached a high- 
er level than in any previous year for 
which returns have been collected. 
For the whole of the Dominion the 
wages per month during the summer, 
including board, averaged $43.23 for 


| male and $22.46 for female help, as

compared with $37.10' and $20.20 _in 
1915. For the year 1916, including 
board, the wages averaged $397 for 
males and $228 for females, as com- 


pared with $341 and $200 in 1915.' The

New Homestead Regulations 


Returned Soldiers to Get Priority ia 
Making Entry 


An important order-in-council has 
been passed which. prohibits thd 
granting of homesteads or rights of 
any kind to any person “who was not 
at the commencement of the present 
war and who has not since continued 
to be a British subject or a subject 
of a country which-is an ally of his 
majesty in the present war or a sub- 
ject of a neutral country, and wh« 
establishes the same to the satisface 
tion of the minister of the interior.” 

The order applied to “rights, pow- 
ers or other benefits in conection with 
any water powers, forestry, dominion 
lands, admiralty -lands, dominion 
lands in the railway belt of British 
Columbia, school lands, mining lands, 
timber and grazing lands, dominion 
parks irrigation or the national re- 
sources of the northwest.” 

Another order has also been passed 
giving returned soldiers a day prior- 
ity in applying for entries for domin- 
ion lands. 


Lumber Cut In B. C. 
From the preliminary figures which 
are being compiled by the forestry 
branch of the British Columbia De- 


partment of Lands, it is evident that. ° 


the cut of timber in the province for 
the year 1916 was considerably great. 
er than that for 1915. It is thought 
that the value of the cut will be found 
to be up to at least $33,000,000. For 


but last year there was a brisker de- 
mand for lumber, and prices ruled 
higher, so that the figure of the cut 
of 1913 is likely to be approached. 
That was $33,500,000. There has been 
a very satisfactory demand from On- 
tario during the year, particularly for 
flooring, pannelling and 


moulding 
lumber.

WEST LAND REGULATIONS.

The sole head of a family; or any] 
male over 18 years old, may homestead |. 


a quarter-section of available Domin- 
ion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. Applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-Agency for the District. Eatry 
by proxy :iay be made at any Domin- 
jon JIuands Agency (but 
Agency), on certain conditions, 

Duties—Six months residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within nine miles of his homestead on 
a farm of at least 80 acres, on certain 
conditions. A. habitable house is re- 
quired except where, residence: is per- 
formed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts’ a homesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead, Price 
$3.00 per aere. 

Duties—Six months’ residence in 
each of three years after earning home- 
stead patent; also 60 acres extra cul- 
tivation. Pre-emption patent may be 
obtained as soon as homestead patent, 
on certain. conditions, 

A settler who has exhausted his 
homestead right may take a purchased 
homestead in certain districts. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Duties—Must reside six 
months in each of three years, culti- 
vate 50 acres and erect a house worth 
Urs 

The area of cultivation is subject to 
reduction in case. of rough, scrubby or 
stony land. Live stock may be sub- 
stituted for cultivation under certain 
conditions.

The flour milling capacity of West- 
ern Canada has during the same per- 
iod increased by some five thousand 
barrels a day. The present capacity 
is 60,066 barrels a day of flour, 3,335 
barrels a day of oatmeal, and 3,176 
tons of feed. 

Out of the total, 103,715,333 bush- 
els Sf elevator capacity are on one 
line—the Canadian Pacific Railway— 
and 48,405 barrels of the milling ca- 
pacity.

Proving His Age 


Age of Boy Is Determined by Use 
of X-Ray 

The physicians connected with the 
juvenile court of Cincinnati was re- 
cently assigned the unusual task of 
determining the age of a lad by the 
use of the X-ray, according to the 
March Popular Magazine, Under the 
laws of Ohio, a boy 17. or younger 
comes under the jurisdiction of the 
juvenile court, whereas one 18° or 
over would be tried, on a criminal 
charge, in’ the criminal court. The 
parents ofethe boy claimed he was 
17, while the physicians were strong- 
ly of the-opinion that he was 18 or 
older. To settle the question, X-ray 
photographs were taken of the bones 
of his arms and lower limbs. It is 
a fact, well recognized by the medi- 
cal profession, that in the transition] 
from childheod to maturity these 
bones undergo a change that is quite}' 
distinct. 1e photographs in this 
case showed such a development of 
boney tissue as to prove conclusively 
that the boy was 19 years or over, 
and consequently his case was turn- 
ed over 'to the criminal court.

Seed Garden of Canada 
Sameer wad 

Big. Permanent ‘Industry for the 

a __Owanagan : Valley 

According to..officials of the Cana- 
dian Seed Branch, the Okanagan Val- 
ley, B.C.;- promises to become the 
seed garden ot Canada. Before tlic 
war most of the seeds used in, Cana- 
da came from. Belgium, France, and 
Germany, . This supply, has been 
largely cut: off and-the question. of 
getting sufficient seed has been a 
serious matter. . One of ‘the most 
difficult problems has been -to. get 
sufficient sugar beet seed which be- 
fore the outbreak of hostilities was 
nearly all shipped from Belgium and 
Germany. iL 
. Experiments have been made _in 
the raising of seed in the Okanagan 
Valley, and this ‘year several car-| 
loads of sugar beet seed will be pro- 
cured. This, along with several other 
valleys with similar climate, are the 
nost.ideal in Canada for seed raising 
and are the equal of California points, 
the only places hitherto able to com- 
pete with Europe. Officials in Otta- 
wa believe it will develop into a big 
permanent industry, At present 
prices are high, and there is no doubt 
that profits will be made. For in- 
stance, sugay beet is 22 cents a pound 
as compared with six cents béfore the 
war. Whether the Canadian growers 
will be able to continue to compete 
with the European countries aftgr the 
war depefids largely on the labor 
market. j 


Will Relieve Sheep Skin Shortage 

The shortage of shcep skins in 
Canada, on account of export re- 
strictions imposed by the Austra- 
lian government, promises to be ma- 
terially relieved by’ the relaxation of 
thé regulations which the common- 
wealth government announces, 

A report which has come to Otta- 
wa from the Canadian Trade Com- 
missioner, states that after provision 
has been made for domestic needs, 
4,000 bales monthly will be sold to 
lahe Imperial government. The bal- 
jance will be sold by public tender 
| through the central wool commit- 
; tee, but the skins must go only to 
| other Dominions or to the Allies. 
| It is the desire of the Australian 
‘government to maintain the trade 
jwith Canada, which has becn. a 
!heavy importer of sheep skins Yor 


| coat linings and similar purposes.

Toughening Lamp Chimneys 


Simple Way in Which to Prolong 
Days of Usefulness 

The loss of one lamp chimney or 
globe’ does not seem much, but when 
such losses are added they amount to 
a larger sum than most person 
would think, and a remedy for this 
trouble will surely be of value to al- 
most every family. 

A great many use’ ammonia’ in 
cleaning glass. This will weaken it, 
and especially that in globes or chim. 
ncys subject to heat. 

Soap and water are injurious to 
glass which is afterwards subjected 
to heat and cold, but a salt bath will 
counteract any weakening effect that 
scap may have on chimneys or 
globes. . 

Dissolve a pint of salt in two 
quarts of soft water, and dip the 
globe or chimney in and leave for but 
a few seconds, after it has been 
thoroughly cleaned. Then set on a 
table to die and. dry, without rub- 
bing, and the glass will be so . much 
toughened as to make the chimneys 
or globes very much better, lasting 
weeks and months longer than they 
would had they not been given the 
salt bath, ; 

Treat the chimneys and globes in 
this way every time they are cleaned, 
and there will be scarcely any end t 
their usefulness,

‘A German Captive 
Inhabitants ef Little Principality All 

Working for High Wages, But 


Can’t Spend Them 


Little news reaches the outside 
world concerning the state of affairs 


in the Grand Duchy of, Luxemburg, |. 


the little state wedged in between 
Germany, France and Belgium, that 
was the first country to. resound to 
the tramp of the German legions on 
their way to France. luxemburg ‘is 
entirely isolated by. the Germans, 
and its inhabitants are, like the Bel- 
gians, practically prisoners within 
their own borders, where they are 
sharing all the economic hardships of 
the Central Powers. 

According to information furnjshed 
to the Amsterdam Telegraaf by a 
Luxemburger, who has just succeed- 
ed in getting through to Holland, 
there is practically no uhemployment 
in the grand duchy, where numerous 
iron foundries, steel mianufactories 
and engineering works are busily eu- 
gaged on German orders, 
this results in high wages .and a lot 
of money being put into circulation, 
there is little to be had for money. 
The food position in particular -is 
described as serious. 

The government has tried to get 
food from Holland and Denmark, but 
the Germans refuse to let it~ pass, 
frankly declaring that they will not 
.have the competition of Luxemburg 
buyers on the markets of those coun- 
tries. The Luxemburg government 
bought and paid for 1-4 million francs 
worth of butter in Denmark but it 
has not reached its destination, 

The country would itself be able to 
meet its own prime needs were it not 
for the fact that it still has to regu- 
larly cede a large part of its products! 
to Germany. Asa result of the com- 
plaints of the government, however, 
Germany has restricted its requisi- 
tions, The duchy has to feed one 
German battalion, and on the other 
hand German soldiers are forbidden. 
to requisition or buy eatables there | 
Notwithstanding the latter regulation, 
however, troops going to or coming 
from the front are well pravided with 
paper money, and are glad, for in- 
stance, to pay as much. as _ fifteen 
francs for a pound of ham,

Proving His Age 


= —— 
Age of Boy Is Determined by Use 
of X-Ray 

The physicians connected with the 
juvenile court of Cincinfiati was re- 
cently assigned the unusual task of 
determining the age of a lad by the 
use of the X-ray, according to the 
March Popular Magazine. Under the 
laws of Ohio, a boy 17. or younger 
comes under the jurisdiction of the 
‘juvenile court, whereas one 18 or 
over would be tried, on a criminal 
charge, in the criminal court. The 
parents of the boy claimed. he was 
17, while the physicians were strong- 
ly of the’ opinion that he was 18 or 
older. To settle the question, X-ray 
photographs were taken of the bones 
of his arms and lower limbs. It is 
a fact, well recognized by the medi- 
cal profession, that in the transition 
from childhood to maturity thes¢ 
bones undergo a change that is quite 
distinct. The photographs in this 
case showed such a development of 
boney tissue as to prove conclusively 
that the boy was 19 years or over, 
and consequently his case was turn- 
ed over to the criminal court.
